duty of customs leviable thereon under the last mentioned Act.

of wrought aluminium utensils which do not bear the “Standard Mark” prescribed 
under section 3(b) of the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act, 
1962 (XXXVI of 1962).
